4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's * 
remarks are substantially persuasive. Applicant persuasively argues that Falck does 
not disclose the claimed spray valve (see pages 7-8). Such spray valves with needle 
valves are known (US Patent 5,755,882 to Patrick, item 33). Furthermore, all of the 
substantive elements of the claims are known in the art, although not together. 

However, applicant persuasively argues that there is no motivation to combine 
the references, (for example, page 9, middle paragraph of page 13, middle paragraph of 
page 14), and Patrick itself would not supply motivation to combine the references.
